las something critical to say about crashed 
icwspapers 
and 
newspapermen, 


caning heavily on the legalistic 
relief that supreme court judges 
ire infallible . . .' that the people 
,vill forget they arc merely skilled 
awyers who were active political- 
ly and had a friend in the White 
House who put them on the high 
aench. 


It is not unusual to find the news- 


papers critical of a President, but 
it is most unusual to sec supreme 
court judges expressing political 
gratitude by attacking the attack- 
ers. It will remind you that the 
integrity of the 'court was once 
shaken by the chief elective officer 
of our United States, and perhaps 
the only remedy is to reconstitute 
the court. 


It it was, through one election j 


that we permitted the court to be 
damaged, and it takes another 
election to set matters right, so 
be it. 


To me, the off-the-cuff criticism 


of the press by the supremo 'court 
is more menacing than anything 
Harry Truman or ordinary politi- 
cians could possibly dream up, be- 
cause- what the super-politicos of 
the black gowns are "selling" the 
people is that with the supreme 
court to back-stop the legislative- 
executive ball game there's really 
no more need of a free and in- 
dependent press. 


I have due reverence for those 


learned in the law, but lawyers 
would be the first to agree that 
so long as judges are appointed by 
elective officials there will always 
be need for review and criticism 
of the course by which appoint- 
ment came and of their actual 
conduct on the bench. The press 
is the only avenue down which 
such review 
and criticism can 


march. Radio is a great public in- 
strument, but it is federally licen- 
sed. The individual citizen pre- 
sumes he can always speak his 
piece, but without the presence 
of the press he would do so at 
personal peril. He could land in 
jail, or even vanish, and his next- 
door-neighbor wouldn't know. 


Ours is the land of the loud- 


speaker; but the language of in- 
justice is silence. It was that way 
for thousands of years before our 
time. 


The snipping of 
the 
supreme 


court against the free press is 
persistent and deadly. First there 
was the decision against the Lo- 
rain (Ohio) Journal, paving the 
way for regulation by the Depart- 
ment of Justice of what advertis- 
ing a newspaper can or can not
